This application contains tine following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCI Rule 13.1 .

elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 84-1 13, drawn to A method for generating a woody perennial 
breeding line comprising (a) selecting one or more perennial plants comprising at least 
one allele associated with male sterility; (b) selecting one or more woody perennial 
plants which are capable of hybridization with the plant(s) selected in step (a) and which 
comprise at least one allele associated with at least one target inheritable trait; (c) 
crossing the one or more plants selected in step (a) with the one or more plants 
selected in step (b); (d) selecting progeny plants which have one or more desired traits 
and which comprise at least one allele associated with male sterility and at least one 
allele associated with the at least one target trait; (e) selecting progeny plants which are 
homozygous for male sterility, which comprise at least one allele associated with the at 
least one target trait and which have one or more desired traits. 

Group II, claim(s) 114-119, drawn to a male sterile woody perennial plant 
breeding line comprising one or more target inheritable traits and one or more desired 
inheritable traits, generated by directed breeding to transfer male sterility from a woody 
perennial plant to a woody perennial plant having one or more desired inheritable traits. 

Group III, claim(s) 120-129, drawn to a method for generating a woody perennial 
variety comprising one or more target inheritable traits and a desired set of inheritable 
traits and using plants derived from said method. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups l-lll do not relate to a single general 
inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the 
same or corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: The 
inventions are linked by the technical feature of male sterility in perennial plants. 
However, this feature is not special because it does not constitute an advance over the

prior art. Wit teaclies male sterility in ryegrass plants (see, for example, page 33, last 
paragraph and page 34, Table 1).
